Gen. Miles’ Message.

Did Not Dismount Over Trestiework. 

Between Albany and Castleton, eight miles, 
they dismounted a score of times at least for 
open trestles, passing trains, and impassable 
mud-holes, Silvers; the undaunted, several 
times risked a bad accident by refusing to dis- 
mount m passing over the trestlework where 
the ties were nearly a foot apart with a 
swollen stream rushing underneath.

The rest came along at intervals of ten min- 
utes, one man having entirely fallen out of 
the race by this time. Those who rode this 
relay, besides Silvers, were William Van 
Kleck, F. C, Wagnet, G. L. Williams, E. H. 
Underhill, dnd C. L. Underhill. 

At Stuyvesant Falls Harry Hendrickson, J. 
J. Kenny, Joe tholey, and Milton Stark 
were on hand to forward the message to Hua- 
son, ten miles further, but Frank Silvers was 
on his mettle and his Blackhawk was do- 
ing its duty, so he shook his head to show that 
he needed ‘no assistance, took an extra pull 
at his bottle, and pushed away as fresh as a 
daisy.

vessel sank almost immediately. Of all ite 
crew only the four sailors who were on deck 
saved their lives. The pilot also escaped. 
One hundred and twenty-three men were lost. 

The unfortunate sailors did not even get a 
chance to get on the deck. They were drowned 
like rats in a hole. As the water poured in the 
victims seemed instantly to realize their dan- 
ger and made a frantic but unavailing effort 
to dash open the hatches. Their vries were 
heartrending. 

The scene of the disaster—Polonio Island— 
is northeast of Cape Santa Maria, which is 
near the mouth of the Rio dela Plata. The 
Solimoes was a two-turreted monitor, built of 
iron in England and launched in 1878. Its 
displacement was 3,700 tons. It had a double 
bottom, but there were few water-tight com- 
partments below the water line and when the 
hole was knocked in ita hull it went down like 
a cracked iron pot. 

It dimensions were: Lenth, 240 feet; beam, 
58 feet; draught, 11 feet 5 inches. It had 12 
inches of armor amidship, 13 inches on its 
turrets. It was driven by two propellers, giv- 
ing a maximum speed of IIK knots an hour, 
with 2.200 indicated horse power. Its battery 
contained four twenty-five ton; 10-inch muz- 
zle loading Whitworth rifled guns, two in each 
turret, and five machine guns. Capt. Castrot 
of the Solimoes is among the drowned.

nearly a quarter as many people as inhabit 
the United States. 

The impovérished district was visited last 
year by a drought ot five months, During that 
long stretch of time not a single drop of rain 
fell, and the little grain that struggled to ma- 
turity through the parched soil was devoured 
by myriads of prairie rats and untold millions 
of insects, which desolated the land as com- 
pletely as did the plagues in Egypt. Immedi- 
ately after the usual time of harvest they were 
reduced to great straits for want of food, and 
the privation has increased as time rolled on 
during the weary months that have elapsed 
since then. The long, hard winter was a sea- 
son of intense suffering. To-the horrorsof in- 
sufficiency of food were adied a privation of 
fuel and clothing, and a wholesale loss of live 
stock for which there wan nothing to eat. 
Government relief did not come in time to 
prevent many thousands of the poor wretches 
from dying of famine, and ‘since then the al- 
lowance of food has been barely half that usu- 
ally supposed necessary to a healthy existence. 
The people are not now suffering from the 
horrible cold of a few months ago, but they 
still need food as badly as ever, will 
right up to the time of their next harvest and 
in not a few cases beyond it, as the seed grain 
has all been eaten up in many districts and 
the lack not supplied in time for the spring 
seeding, even if the wooden. plows had not 
been burned up as fuel last winter, 

The people of this city should remember 
the generous manner in which the world came 
to their relief a little more than twenty years 
ago, and not ignore the fact that Russia was 
far from being indifferent to the call for aid 
immediately after our great fire, They should 
have been among the first to respond to the 
ery for help instead of standing idly by while 
the citizens of Minneapolis and other places 
were contributing freely to aid the distressed 
Russians.

has replied thruugh the columns of the Spring- 


field Republican to the charges made by that 
self-constituted inquisition into the ethics of 
medica] practice, and reminds ite members 
that they are only following in the wake of the 
ductors who denounced Jenner, Morton, Pas- 
teur, and other worthies for the medical innova- 
tions of which those distinguished men were 
the authors. Now, as in former times, the rule 
with the profession whenever anything 
startlingly new is learned is first to accuse, 
„then pity, then embrace.“ 

Probably the most effective portion of the 
reply is that dealing with the allegation that 
the cases of inebriety said to have been cured 
by the gold treatment were not cured by it 
but in spite of it. The writer asks if it is the 
opinion of the gentlemen that patients usual- 
ly recover in spite of treatment, and if the 
apology for medical practice is simply the 
business of furnishing the impedimenta in 
therapeutics in order that disease may find as- 
sistance enough to secure the recovery of the 
patient. Why should not this desirable meth- 
od be adopted in the case of each of the more 
than half a million people who die each year 
in the United States under treatment by 
physicians for preventable diseases? Why not 
treat them in a manner to secure their re- 
covery in ,spite of the treatment? If the 
60,000 inebriates who have been cured 
by the gold treatment were actually re- 
formed by hypnotic suggeshon or hydro- 
therapeutics, or by regulating their moral 
condition or nervous action, as intimated by 
these doctors, why cannot they employ some 
such means to lessen the lamentable mortali- 
ty from pneumonia, typhoid, and consump- 
tion? The writer also suggests it would be 
only fair to apply the m spite of” explana- 
tion to the two or three cases of insanity or 
su‘cide alleged to have occurred among the 
60,000 Keeley graduates. It would be equally 
fair to admit that out of every 60,000 people 
there will be every year a case or two of in- 
sanily, except among doctora, and there the 
percentage is larger. ‘* Statistics show that a 
medical education is the chief cause of sui- 
cide. This is the inference from the fact 
that physicians as a class head the list of sui- 
cides,” though it may not be possible to de- 
cide whether it is too great medical learning 
or too little of it that thus predisposes phy- 
sicians to voluntarily shuffle off this muddy 
vesture of decay. 

The writer did not add the suggestion by 
Pope that A little learning is a dangerous 
thing,” but he hit the nailon the head in 
stating that one great cause of criticism by 
the medical profession, or the little ones there- 
to belonging, 1s the sudden consciousness of 
lost opportunities or delayed discovery. 
Drunkenness has not hitherto been considered 
a disease from the business standpoint of the 
physician, But why the repining? The labor 
is now free to professional competition and it 
is better to cure patients really than delusive- 
ly. So Dr. Keeley tells these carping critics 
that there is a large field open to ali of them 
which they should proceed to occupy. They 
need not and should not lose further time in 
useless and vapid dogmatizing on the 
therapeutical question, on which no two of 
them will agree, but either dogmatically or 
scientifically accept the fact that drunkenness 
is a disease, and as such its treatment belongs 
to the medical! profession, This mode of 
reply is at once effective without being 
abusive, dignified without pride, and instruct- 
ive without a supercilious assumption of 
authority to teach, It is a temperate reply 
caleulated to open the eyes of those to whom 
it is addressed, not to embitter them, and 
doubtless will raise the writer still higher in 
the estimation of all others who may read it. 


THE BRITISH GENERAL ELECTION. 
It is unofficially announced that the British 


Cabinet at its meeting Friday decided to dis- 
solve Parliament the 20th of June. The rural 
Tory members addressed a round robin to 
Lord Salisbury a few days ago urging this 
course, Their wishes will no doubt be com- 
plied with. The election will occur then from 
the ist to the 20th of July, when the English 
agricultural laborers will be employed in the 
harvest field and the Irish Orangeman is en- 
thusiastically celebrating his ‘‘ deliverance 
from Pope, Popery, brass money, and 
wooden shoes. The time is opportune for 
the Tories, as was demonstrated at the general 
election of 1886 held at the same time of the 
year. 

But the Liberals are better prepared this 
year than in 1886. That year 170 elections 
were allowed to go by default, Tories in most 
cases being returned without a céntest. This 
year only seventy seata are likely not to be 
contested, and, singular to say, over fifty of 
these are held by Liberals. All the Tory 
Ministers, with the probable exception of Mr. 
Goschen, will have to fight to secure reélec- 
tion. Mr. Balfour is threatened in Manches- 
ter; Mr. Matthews m Birmingham; Sir 
Michaei Hicks-Beach in Bristol, and Lord 
Salisbury’s son in Lancashire. The Liberal 
leaders will als have to meet strong opposi- 
tion. Gladstone, Morley, Harcourt, Trevelyan, 
and Campbell-Bannerman are all opposed by 
Unionist candidates. In Ireland there will be 
triangular fights in which McCarthyites, Red- 
mondites, and Tories will participate. Some 
Laburites are giving trouble to the Liberals in 
a few English centers, such as Sheffield, Brad- 
ford, and Leeds. Only in Wales and Scot- 
land is the issue clearly on party lines. 

It is impossible to forecast the result, The 
Liberals are confident. Their almost unvary- 
mg success in cutting down Tory majorities 
or winning seats at by-clections have given 
them hope, but the Tories will make a des- 
perate fight. They have a big purse to aid 
them. They appeal to religious and race 
prejudice, and they are in place, All these 
things will count in their favor. Mr. Samuel 
Storey, Radical member for Sunderland, re- 
cently furnished the following forecast to a 
Taisune correspondent: Of the 465 members 
to be elected in England he gives the Glad- 


stor eans 220; Unionists, 245; of the 108 Irish 


members, 79 Gladstoneans and 24 Unionists; 


of 72 Scotch, 50 Gladstoneans and 22 Unionists ; 


of 30 Welsh, 25 Giadstoneans and 5 Unionists. 
This will give for 874; 


Unionists, 296, or a bome- rule majority of 78.

There is little doubt thas it will be improved

We condemn it, root and branch, as fertile of 
evil and barren of good. 

These trenchant sentences occur in connec- 
tion with a notice of a recent monograph on 
the silver situation in the United States, writ- 
ten by Prof. Taussig of Harverd and pub- 
lished in the proceedings of the American 
Economic Association; That work treats as 
false the generally entertained idea that, so 
far as the circulating medium is concerned, 
our conditions have not varied from those of 
a generation ago. It calls attention to the 
fact that exchanges of credit, represented by 
checks, are many times greater than all df the 
exchanges made through the medium of gold, 
silver, bank notes, or government bills. 
Transactions that involve amounts rising into 
thousands of dollars are rarely made through 
any other medium than that of checks, and 
in the business centers the use of checks is 
so common that many persons pay their small 
accounts with them. While the certified 
check on a good bank 1s as good as its face 
value in gold, and often more useful, it may 
be based, so far as the holder is concerned, on 
any commodity that has a value. A certified 
check for (say) $20,000 may represent a note 
that the bank has discounted, and may be 
secured by bonds or backed by commodities, 
such as wheat or wool, Thus, although 
closely identified with the currency of the 
country, which is the measure of its value, it 
is none the less susceptible of expansion or 
contraction as the needs of business may re- 
quire. If this credit circulation be added to 
the specie and bank bills and government 
notes in circulation in the country, it will be 
found that we have at the present time an 
enormous per capita circulation, and that any 
notion that we need more money to legiti- 
mately carry on business has no foundation 
in fact. 

Prof. Taussig shows that the people of the 
United States, when they do not use checks, 
desire a paper currency, and this in bills of 
small denominations, rather than gold or sil- 
ver. He instances the difficulty experienced 
by the Treasury Departinent in getting into 
circulation the silver that it coined in accord- 
ance with the act of 1878. It is evident that 
about one dollar of silver money per capita is 
all that at present can be kept in circulation 
in the country. If more than that be sent 
out it soon returns. So the silver certificates, 
when limited to $10 each and upward, often 
come back ta the Treastry. But when in the 
autumn of 1886 smaller ones were sent out 
they were quickly taken up, this fact showing 
that their employment consisted chicfly in 
their use as relatively small change, just as 
the use of silver is for change in smaller de- 
nominations. Gee ; 

The inference is pretéiited’ that, under er- 
isting conditions, theré is not only danger 
but. absolute certainty that the absorptive 
powers of the country will soon be exceeded, 
and that, in consequence of the redundancy 
of our currency, gold will leave us, as being 
the cheapest commodity that we can export, 
till, by ite scarcity, it will rise to a premiun. 
The writer of the paper does not care to state 
just when such a turning point will bereached, 
though he says some signs have already 
shown themselves, such as the events of the 
spring of 1891. It cannot be regarded as other 
than a highly significant fact that in a season 


of enormous harvests, which led to unparal. , 


leled exportations, we have been sending gold 
abroad instead of importing it, the latter 
being the normal movement when there is a 
large trade balance in our favor. 


“SWIFT AS AN EAGLE.” 

If there be no mistake in the calculations of 
certain men at Cincinnati that city will have 
the distinction of furnishing the first airship 
to visit the World’s Fait, A great many peo- 
ple have thought this honor would be accorded 
to the Maxim machine, that having been re- 
ported several months ago as near the point 
of completion, with a certificate from the Sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian Institution as to its 
practicability. But there seems to be a hitch 
in the Maxim program. Itdoes not material- 
ize, and the thousands who have long waited 
for its advent, with the smaller number who 
were discouraged by its reported success from 
trying to compete, may now look in another 
direction. It will be indeed strange if the 
first real flying-machine comes to us from the 
old-time Porkopolis, 

The machine, as described and pictured in 
the Gazette, appears to resemble closely one 
designed several years go by a then resident 
of this city. It is a huge metallic cylinder 
with conical ends, flag-shaped rudder, and 
propelling screws. Its cubic capacity seems 
to be about three feet for each pound 
weight of the machine that has to be lifted, 
besides the human and other freight to be car- 
ried. As thirteen cubic feet of air weigh one 
pound the ship will need a great deal of lift- 
ing power to make it a success, and it is open 
to question if sufficieht foree can be obtained 
by the machinery employed to do the lifting. 
It is not stated if the cylinder is to bea partial 
vacuum instead of being filled with gas, but 
it is hard to see how the latter could be much 
of an advantage. 

So in spite of the confident announcement 
that the airship will start for Chicago next 
November with four passengers, and that a 
space of 600 feet square has been granted for 
its display at the World's Fair, there is still 
room to doubt. Of course nothing succeeds 
like success, and if the ship comes here as 
advertised all doubt on the matter will there- 
by be set at rest. But it us not well to be too 
sanguine in advance. Each part is reported 
to have been tried separately and satisfied ex- 


built in this city, but it is hardly necessary to 
say the parts did not work well together when 
any one of the machines was tried as a 
whole. The more saiguine may, however, 
take pleasure in the preparatory announce 
ment that the Cincinuati machine will some 
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sell the meal before it arrives. The great 
difficulty is the house has not been able to ob- 
tain the meal fast enough from the United 
States to supply the demand, this being due 
to delay in determining the kind of meal most 
suitable for bread. The Murphy bread, as the 
newspapers term it, is now known all over Ber- 
lia, where hundreds of bakers are selling it, also 
in many other cities in Germany. They are 
selling a five-pound loaf, composed of one- 
third corn and two-thirds rye, at 14 cents, 
whereas they formerly sold three pounds of 
all rye at 12 cents, which is a most important 
saving to consumers. „ 

These are cheering results from the labor of 


one man, who has given his time to the work 


for several years past. They point to the con- 
clusion that a little more effort in the same 
direction and in other countries would cause 
a large increase in the foreign demand for 
our corn, and probably so much as to mate- 
rially influence the price paid for it to the 
producer in this country. How important 
such a change would be may be inferred from 
a remark by Secretary Rusk in his latest offi- 
cial report that if we could succeed in in- 
creasing the price only 5 cents per bushel it 
would amount in ten years to a billion ot dol- 
lars gain to the corn-growers of the United 
States. In view of these facts it may seem 
strange that Congress appropriated but $2,500 
last year to further the introduction of our 
corn in Europe, while it authorized the ex- 
penditure of two hundred times that amount 
to help the meat interests of the country. 
Certainly the few who are urging a larger 
corn appropriation for this year have a strong 
case and one would think they will meet with 
little difficulty in gaining their point if the 
matter be properly stated before Congress. 
Mr. Murphy worked for nearly four years 
at his own cost to introduce corn into Europe 
and about eighteen months ago was appoint- 
ed special agent of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment on very moderate pay. He is so much 
encouraged by his success in Germany as to 
state his belief that a liberal appropriation 
this year to enable him to continue his efforts 
in a proper manner would put the work on 
such a footing that it might be soon left to 
be taken up by private and individual enter- 
prise. 
THE ENGLISH LEARNING BY EXPERIENCE 


The number of Russian Jews who have 
settled in London after being driven from 


their on country has become 80 great ds to 


have a serious effect upon the labor market. 
These foreigners, destitute and ready to work 
for any wages, have driven English men and 
women out of the cheap tailoring and boot- 
making trades, and are invading the vabinet- 
making, chair-turning, and other industries. 
The displacement of native laborers is so 
great and so sudden that they are unable to 
find work elsewhere. 

As a consequence, the working people of 
London have called on the government to 
take action, and have urged it to imitate the 
example of the United States and pass laws 
to keep out destitute immigrants. It is stated 
that partly because the government is con- 
vinced of the gravity of the situation, and 
partly because it cannot afford to alienate the 
labor classes of London on the verge of a gen- 
eral election, it will adopt strmgent measures 
to stup the evils complained of and to protect 
the workmen of a free-trade country against 
the competition of cheaper labor. 

Ta the light of what is going on in London 
now the English may be better able to under- 
stand why the United States has kept out the 
Chinese and why Australian colonies are de- 
manding the right to do the same thmg. There 
have been many expressions of horror on the 
part of Englishmen about the conduct of this 
country in keeping out the Mongolians, 
Never having suffered themselves, it was easy 
for them to affect virtuous indignation, but 
now that they are suffering from the effects of 
a much smaller flood of an immigration of a 
much higher order they proceed to imitate 
the policy of the United States. 

Yet the Russian Jew brings with him his 
wife and family. 
todoso. He learns the language of the coun- 
try as quickly as he can, and he is anxious 
that his children should learn it. He and his 
melt into the mass of the community, if not 
forced to live isolated existences as in Russia. 
They can become good citizens in a compara- 
tively short time. The Chinese never can.

During their 
voyage he develuped trdits of thoughtfulness 
and consideration bardly in keeping with the 
character of the man as seen in the light of 
subsequent dévelo mts.

MILES AND MILES OF SALT. 
—— 
The Saline 1 | of the Per- 


Goldthwaite’s Magazine: One of the nat- 
ural curiosities of Asia is the Great Salt Des- 
ert of Persia, which covers a large territory 
about seventy miles south of Teheran. C. E. 
Biddulph, who recently visited this place, says 
that Darya-i-Namakx is an extensive tract of 
ground, sloping on all sides toward the center, 
covered with an inerustation of solid salt sev- 


“eral feet thick in most places, While in some 


parts it is of unknown depth. As he saw 
it from the mountain top it stretched away 
for many miles, appearing likea vast frozen 
lake. It extended as far as the eye could reach 
toward the south and west, and glistened in 
the sun like a sheet of glass. 

His party finally approached the margin 


ot the salt plain and decided to cross it. They 


found swampy ground for a mile or so and 
then entered upon the sheet of salt itself. 
Near the edge the incrustation was thin and 
the salt sheet was soft, sloppy, and mixed 
with earth. Atadistance of three or four 
miles from the edge the salt looked like solid 
ive as it is seen on any pond in northern 
latitudes during the winter. The surface was 
not quite level, but resembled that of ice 
which had partially thawed and then frozen 
again after a slight fall of snow. Of the 
solidity of this incrustation there could be no 
doubt, for camels, horses, and mules were 
truveling over it without a vibration of any 
kind being perceptibie. 

After marching for about eight miles upon 
this unusual surface the party halted to ex- 
amine its composition. They tried, by means 
of a hammer and ab iron tent-peg, to break 
off a block of salt to carry away as a speci- 
men. The salt, however, was so very hard 
that they could make no impression upon it. 
They managed at last in another place to chip 
off a lot of fragments which were of the purest 
white. In two or three days they had absorbed 
so much moisture that they became soft and 
slaty blue in color.

successful Trial of the Armor Pilates In 


tended for the Indi+na. . 

Wasutnoron, D. C., May. 22.—[Special. ]— 
The thickest piece of armor éver manufac- 
tured in this cuuntry was successfully tested 
at the Indian Head proving ground yesterday. 
It was one of the ten fourteen inch nickel 
steel diagonal plates fer the Indiana, being 
the first of the battleship armor plates com- 
pleted by the Bethlehem iron works. It was

‘Twerty diagonal plates for the battleships 
Indiana and Massachusetts, aggregating about 
800 tons and representing about a half millon 
dollars in value, will at once be accepted 
the result of the test. The ordnance author- 
ities as well as the manufacturers are enthusi- 
astic over the result, as it shows conclusively 
the ability of American armormakers tv 
supply all the demands of the American mar- 
ket with armor plate of the highest quality. 

The plate tested more than complied with 
the conditions of the contract, which by rea- 
son of the — of projectile used are 
more severe t and tests imposed by for- 
eign countries upon their armor manufactur- 
ers. ‘Under the terms of the contract a pro- 
jectile may go nearly through the plate and 
backing and be accepted if no serious cracks 
develop. None of the required three shots 
fired succeeded in getting far enough into the 
plate to show the backing. 5 

The three shots were fired near the middle 
region of the plate, the three points of im 
forming an equilateral triangle. All 
shots rebound one of them back to the 
muzzie of the gun, a distance of 136 feet, 
The deepest penetration of any one of the 
projegtiles was fourteen inches. other two 
showed an inch or two less penetration. No 
cracks deyeloped beyond ‘ew slight ones 
immediately surrounding the burr of each 
orifice. 

A ten- inch gun was used in the test. Two 
of the projectiles were the Firth, imported, 
and the third of the same process made in 
this country by Carpenter. The latter was 
thrown out entirely uninjur while one of 
the imported broke in two, thus showing a 
splendid record for the American projectile as 
well as the American plate. projectiles 
weighed 500 pounds and the L charge 
140 pounds, giving a striking velocity of 1,410 
feet a second.
